Such an analysis required aa esanmm ateoimb of research based 
chiefly on finished, and ism intelligence, including Euasiau lan^mge 
naterlals ranging free scattered newspaper report* to lengthy 
publications of g^«cific subjects . 

3, Throughout the report, tha aagaltude of the current Soviet 
effort to develop the Arctic swerge*. All aspects of this progr m — 
%*jether related, to physical saariraajBant, settlSHent, transportation — 
reveal the great sd^ifiesaoa attached to the Arctic hy the Scwi®t 
Union. 
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
